MEDICAL  OFFICER  ’S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1972. 

Statistics 

The  adjusted  death  rates  do  not  show  a very  progressive 
picture  this  year.  All  are  high  compared  with  the  national  rates, 
and  all  but  one  (Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate)  show  a definite 
rise  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Unfortunately,  one  has  to 
report  one  maternal  death.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  remains  the 
prime  cause  of  death,  followed  by  cerebrovascular  disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  has  been  a drop  in  the  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Only  5 cases  of  infective  hepatitis  were  notified  compared  with 
41  in  1971.  There  is,  however,  a definite  rise  in  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  — 7 cases  as  opposed  to  2 in  1971.  Most  were 
respiratory  cases.  This  does  not  appear  to  be  a problem  localised  to 
this  district. 

Once  again  I would  urge  parents  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  offered  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  against 
tuberculosis. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948 

Two  cases  had  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  section  during  the 
year. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Whitten  and  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  help  during  the  year. 
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My  thanks  also  go  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  Council  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

It  was  with  sorrow  that  we  heard  of  the  death  of  Councillor 
Mead  early  in  the  year.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  particularly  by 
the  Health  Department.

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  much  work  was  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  and  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963.  It  is  very  satisfying  to  note  that 
the  work  in  this  field  is  becoming  more  and  more  that  of  giving 
advice  rather  than  of  enforcement  and  that  in  very  many  cases, 
approaches  are  being  made  from  the  business  people  concerned 
asking  for  visits  to  be  made  and  advice  given  on  ways  that  they  can 
improve  their  standards.  Often  they  are  anxious  to  exceed  the 
legal  requirements.  This  co-operation  is  already  reflecting  itself  in 
higher  standards  being  achieved  throughout  the  district  as  a whole. 

Two  Smoke  Control  Orders  came  into  operation  and  Orders 
were  made  for  two  more  during  the  year.  This  meant  that  the 
whole  of  the  west  ward  was  either  in  an  area  already  in  operation 
or  in  one  that  was  shortly  to  be  affected.  I feel  that  this  is  no  mean 
achievement,  particularly  in  view  of  the  slow  start  that  was  made 
with  regard  to  smoke  control  in  this  district. 

The  daily  smoke  control  readings  show  a reduction  of  approxi- 
mately fifteen  per  cent  in  smoke  emissions  since  the  last  areas  came 
into  operation.  I would  point  out  that  these  readings  are  taken 
not  in  the  areas  but  approximately  one  mile  to  the  south  east  and, 
therefore,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  reduction  in  the  areas 
themselves  and  in  areas  immediately  down-wind  of  them  would  be 
even  greater. 

The  number  of  Improvement  Grants  made  increased  by  some 
two  hundred  per  cent.  This  remarkable  increase  is  largely  due  to 
applications  made  by  the  National  Coal  Board  for  improvements  to 
almost  all  their  houses  within  the  Urban  District.  This  means  that 
when  this  work  is  completed,  a large  part  of  the  tenanted  houses  in 
the  area  will  have  been  improved  and  repaired. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest 
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and  to  Dr.  Haynes  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  and  my  own  staff  for  theii  support  at  all  times.
